And When Their Vessel Went Down 


Before the Fire of the Naniwa, the 


Latter Vessel Rescued Many 


of the Survivors. 


YOKOHAMA, Aug. 2.—The Japanese 


government has issued ^the following 
official account of the engagement be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese war 
ships which resulted in the sinking of 
the transport Kow Shing: 


The Chinese cruisers, the Chihi-Yuen 


and the Kuwanii, were observed steam- 
ing from Kasan, and a transport, car- 
rying Chinese soldiers, conveyed by the 
Chinese war ship Tsao-Kiang, was 
seen coming from Tokio toward Kasan. 
The Japanese cruisers Akitsusu, Yo- 
shino and Naniwu met the Chinese 
war ships near Pantao island. The 
Chinese did not salute, but made war- 
like preparations. 


In order to get out of the narrow 


waters in which they were situated the 
Japanese cruisers put to sea, where- 
upon the Tsao-Kiang pursued the Nan- 
iwa. 
The 
Naniwa thereupon put 


about and steamed toward the two 
Chinese ships. The Chihi-Yuen and 
the Kuwanii however, retreated and 
the Chihi-Yuen hoisted the white flag 
above the Japanese naval ensign. The 
Naniwa consequently delayed firing 
upon the war ship and then the trans- 
port crossed the bow of the Naniwa. 
The latter fired a blank shot and sig- 
nalled the transport to stop. 


In the meantime the Chihi-Yuen had 


approached under the Naniwa's stern, 
and when within a distance of about 
300 meters she discharged a torpedo 
which missed the Japanese war ship. 
The Naniwa then opened fire upon the 
Chihi-Yuen, and the Yoshine joined in 
the action. The Chihi-Yuen finally 
fled and was pursued. The Chinese 
ship, however, was not overtaken. 
The second Chinese war ship, the Ku- 
wanii, had in the meantime been en- 
gaged with the Japanese cruiser Akit- 
susu, but like the Chihi-Yuen, she fled 
and took refuge between the shore and 
a shoal. 


The transport carried six guns and 


had 1,100 soldiers on board. The cap- 
tain of the transport surrendered, but 
the soldiers on board of her refused to 
do so and resisted capture. The Nan- 
iwa was ultimately obliged to open 
fire upon the transport and eventually 
sank her. The captain and others 
were rescued by the crew of the Nan- 
iwa. 
It was .afterwards discovered 


that the transport was a British steam- 
er, the Kow Shing. She had on board 
four chiefs of battalion and fifteen 
colonels of the Chinese army, in addi- 
tion to the soldiers referred to. 


The Japanese government, as soon 


as it was informed of the sinking of 
the British ship, expressed its regrets, 
declaring to the British charge d'af- 
faires that if, after an inquiry into the 
subject had been made, Japan was 
shown to bo in the wrong, the Japan- 
ese government was prepared to make 
full reparation for the loss sustained. 


The naval engagement of July 25 


should not be confounded with the bat- 
tle fought July 30, nor should the 
Chilli-Yuen, a Chinese unarmed ship of 
-V100 tons in the first encounter, be 
confused with the Chinese armored bat- 
tleship Chen-Yuen, reported sunk in 
the second fight.

ANG-IlAi, Aug. 2, 10:3!( a. m.—The 


Chinese minister will leave Tokio to- 
morrow. The Japanese flag was hauled 
down from the consulate here to-day. 
The light has been removed from the 
mouth of the Nineng Po river. Eight 
Russian war ships are reported to be 
about to sail from Vladivostock. Fif- 
teen hundred Japanese were killed at 
Yashan.

THREE MILLION DOLLARS 


Go Up In Smoke In a Great Fin- at Chicago 


—Many Casualties Among Fire- 


men and Spectators. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—Flames last night 


destroyed 
more property and in a 


shorter space of time than any fire 
which has visited Chicago since the 
tecond big conflagration in 1872. 
Over 


$3,000,000 worth of lumber, electric 
apparatus, cars, car wheels, castings, 
stoves, patterns, buildings and other 
materials were consumed in a blazing 
furnace of over a hall mile square in 
less than three hour's time. 


The scene of the fire was what is 


known as the lumber district. The 
territory bnrned over was bounded by 
Ashland avenue on the east, the south 
branch of the Chicago river on the 
south, Bine Island avenue on the north, 
and Eobey street on the west. The fire 
was the worst which the department 
has been called on to fight in the last 
twenty-two years. 


There were many casualties among 


the firemen and spectators. The only 
death, so far as heard, was that of a 
boy who fell from a lumber pile in a 
river slip and was dr owned. 


The money loss, as estimated in haste 


and amid much excitement in the ma- 
jority of cases by responsible employes 
or members of the concerns bnrned out, 
aggregates 83,090,000. As for the insur- 
ance, some of the sufferers would not, 
and many could not give any specific 
totals, but all the big lumber yard 
owners and the representatives of the 
Siemans, Halske. Wells and French 
companies, Chicago stove works, Bar- 
ber Asphalt Co. and smaller concerns, 
said the properties were well insured. 
The total insurance, however, will 
probably not exceed half the amount 
of the losses.

of the new integument. The rent bo-j 
ing once commenced te easily extended 
by the dilation of the body and the va- 
rious other movements which are im- 
parted to it until a.t least three seg- 
ments are open, thiis leaving a coiisid-' 
erable of the back exposed. As soon 
as the creature is conscious that its 
back is free, that portion is quickly' 
curved upwards, a movement which: 
invariably disengag-cs the head and* 
leaves the whole forward half of the! 
body free from the old envelope. The' 
head is next reclined upon the empty 
case, nothing remaining to bo done but! 
to withdraw the hinder part of the 
body. This operation is performed by 
contracting1 th» segments and drawing 
them towards the head until they reach 
the opening. The apparent laborious 
operation is performed in a very short 
space of time.—St. Louis Republic. 


THINNEST IRON SHEET. 
' 


Remarkable Metallurgical Achievement) 


Keeorded In WaloB. 


An interesting metallurgical achieve- 


ment has been lately recorded at the 
Hallam tin works, near Swansea, Wales, 
a metal sheet of the finest appearance' 
and most mnrveloxis thinness ever yet 
produced. The details show that the 
iron from which the sheet was rolled' 
was made on the premises,'worked in a 
finery with charcoal and the usual 
blast, afterward taken to the hammer 
to be formed into a regular flat bottom, 
from hence conveyed to the balling1 fur- 
nace, a.nd, when sufficiently heated, 
taken up to the rolls, lengthened and 
cut by shears into proper lengths,' 
piled up and transferred to the balling1. 
furnace again. When heated It was) 
passed through the rolls back again; 
into tlie balling furnace, and, when; 
duly brought to the proper pitch, taken! 
to the rolls and made into a thorough 
good bur. On being taken now to the: 
tin mills and .rolled until it became) 
thinner than twenty-three grains and 
afterwards passed through the cold 
rolls to give it the necessary polish, it' 
stands on record as the thinnest sheet' 
of iron ever rolled—that is, the data 
shows a sheet of 10 by 5^ inches, or 55 
inches surface, and weighs but twenty, 
grains, which, being brought to the 
standard of 8 by 6% inches, or 44 inches- 
surface, is but sixteen grains, or 30 per 
cent, less than any previous and re- 
quiring at least 4,800 to make one inch 
in thickness.—Paper Mill. 


Color* from Coal Tar. 


Coal tar, formerly considered a waste1 


and a regular nvisanoo to gas workers, 
is now utilized as one of the most valu-1 
able color producers. Chemists have! 
extracted from it 16 shades of blue, the; 
same number of various tints of yel* 
low, 12 of orange, 9 of violet, besides' 
numerous other colors, shades and 
tints. A late magazine writer in sum- 
ming1 up an article on "Uses of Coal 
Tar," says: "The amount of coloring 
matter stored in coal is so great that 
one pound of the common bituminous 
variety will yield sufficient magenta to 
color 500 yards of flannel, aurine for 
120 yards, vermilMon for 3,560 yards and 
alizarine fdr 3&5 yards of turkey fed 
cloth-" 


New Antidote for FoUon. 


Dr. Johonn Antal, a Hungarian chem- 


ist, says he has discovered a new chem- 
ical compound, the nitrate of cobalt, ' 
which he says Is a most efficacious am- ' 
tidote to poisoning by cyanide of po- ' 
te.sKinm or prosaic acid. He tried the ' 
antidote first on animals and after-' 
wards-on forty Bring perbons who had 
been accidentally poisoned with pros- 
aic acid. In not a single earn did the 
antidote Drove a failure. '

'A Boilnett for the Dwert—Egg« Hatched

by Two Methods. 


' Near the site of the ancient city oi 
Heliopolis, in Egypt, is an ostrich farm. 
No tree or green thing is near—noth 
ing but a sandy desert, through which 
we rode on donkey back because the 
sand is deep and hot and fatiguing to 
\hefeet. 


The farm is just a piece of the desert 


in the shape of a circle inclosed by a 
high wall. 
A young man, who wore a 


yellow gown and red cap and spoke 
French, came from a courtway to sell 
us tickets and show us round. 
' We found that in the middle of the 
great circle there was a smaller one, 
and that between the two, divided from 
one another by brick walls, were the 
yards where the ostriches lived. Each 
yard had its little brook of muddy 
water and its corner for food—fresh 
clover. 
. 


• The rest was an expanse of sand large 
enough for the birds to have a race when- 
ever they chose to exercise their long 
legs. They came running to the gates to 
look at us, and snapped at our fingers 
rather crossly, we thought, when we 
ventured to put a hand through the 
bars. 


Those in the first yard were ten years 


old. They were so very large, their 
plumes so black and glossy, and "their 
necks, which were covered with white 
hairs, were so brilliantly red that we 
concluded they must be extremely 
grand and handsome for ostriches; we 
could not help thinking them ugly 
compared with other birds. 


Their long necks are bare of feathers; 


their eyes are too large and staring to 
be pretty, and as for their feet, they 
haven't three nicely shaped front claws 
like Mme. Biddy at home, but instead 
two thick, clumsy toes—a big1 and a 
little one. When they ran they seemed, 
to pitch forward on their awkward 
legs. So, on the whole, we could not 
call them graceful. 


But then, we did not see them at 


their best. They were not born to be 
cooped up in a yard and stared at by 
strangers standing1 close beside them. 
They are birds_of the desert, and should 
be seen iu the home they love, skim- 
min"1 along the glossy sands with the 
swiftness and lightness of air, their 
long plumes waving in the breeze. 
Then they are 
fine.

It is the same with the camel.. 


Viewed closely he is the ug'liest crea- 
ture in the world, but when you seer 
him from a distance, as, laden with 
sugar cane, he traverses the green 
fields on the Nile delta, or when you 
watch him as he rushes into Assouan 
bearing his rider upon his back, then 
you iind that he really makes a pretty 
picture, simply because yon sec him 
where he belongs.

Not all the ostriches wore black. 


Some were gray, with necks of like 
color. These were the females, and 
we thought their necks prettier than 
their brothers, because of the softer ef- 
fe.ct of the same coloring of hair and 
skin. 


After looking into several yards oc 


cupied by the full-grown birds, we' 
made the acquaintance of the younger 
members of the family. Those which 
were six months old had no curly 
plumes, and the males and females 
were dressed quite alike in straight) 
feathers, a mixture of brown and mud- 
dy white. 


They looked awkward and shy. 


, Those only six weeks old were pret- 
! tier; for their legs and necks were 
shorter and the necks were covered 
with down in stripes of dark and light. 


, 
liut the really cunning ones had 


picked their way out of the shell only 
five days before we saw them. About 
as large as small geese, they were all 
downy and soft and speckled, and had 
upon their chubby necks the same 
pretty stripes as those a little older. • 


At our appearance they huddled to- 


gvtlicr at u safe distance, just as little 
t'ollcs do when a. stranger comes, and 
looked at us with wondering1 eyes. 


The en'«'s of this farm are hatched by 


two different methods. By the natural 
wny the .birds nit on them as they lie 
in t!ie sand, just as the hen does her 
err?*, only, witj» the ostrich, it is the 
mule bird who sits upon them. The 
mamma only relieves him now and 
then. Some of these eggs we saw in a 
corner of one of the yards. T^he bird 
had left them for a moment. 


The other way is to keep them in 


boxes heated by warm wit.tcr. They 
are kept in a warm' room, into which 
'we went after we had seen the birds, 
;and we were shown the boxes, each

iwhere the minarets of Cairo stood out 
:against the western sky.

• The sun had sunk to rest, and the 
jwonderful Egyptian afterglow hady 
"come. It is a living light of gold and' 
orange, sometimes deepening into red, 
which comes, you don't know from 
where, lingers a little and vanishes as 
mysterious as it appears.

Many''Good rotate. 


, Without implying that many of the 
life-belts supplied to vessels are not up 
to the required standard of buoyancy, 
it is evident that considerable draw- 
fbacks are attached to their use. They 
lore liable to slip down the "body, and 
'by thus increasing1 the buoyancy of the 
lower limbs to assist in drowning the 
tmhappy wearer by immersing his head. 
Xiife jackets have been Invented in the 
past, but to every one there were seri- 
ous practicable objections—and where 
inflation is necessary to secure buoy- 
ancy it can easily be seen that such 
jackets are not fairly described as life- 
saving, seeing that they are not ready 
for any emergency. 


Laidler's life jacket, which is illus- 


trated above, is the first life jacket ap- 
proved by the London board of trade, 
and it has already established a meas-

tare of popularity which promises to; 
secure for it in time practically univer- 
sal adoption. 


It is a jacker comfortable to wear, as 


the writer can personally vouch, made 
of the best Irish linen, and provided 
•with cork ribs, forming part of the 
main structure of the jacket. In the 
illustration these ribs are in evidence, 
and also the capes, as the inventor 
styles the four cork floats, which, when 
the wearer is in the water, project out- 
ward from the body, and assist to make 
him buoyant. Even if they were open 
it would bo practically impossible for 
them to come off in the water, but to 
obviate any chance of this occurring, 
special arrangements are made for 
trebly securing them. Besides, being 
a jacket and not a belt, it ma5T be ex- 
pected that Bailors and officers will 
more frequently wear them, and be 
prcpnred for emergencies oftener than 
they nre at prc.scnt; for, to some extent, 
naturally, tlic present life belt is con- 
sidered more or less as an incutnbranee. 
Speci;il means have also been taken "to 
make them afford protection from the 
weather, a hood being provided to pro- 
tect the head, with a respirator at- 
tached, which will, at least, prevent a 
great influx of water into the mouth 
when the wearer is battling with the 
seas for life.

The Cost of Living. . 


In one of Jiis speeches last fall Gov. 


tfeKinley. made use of the eritries made 
n account books of a mereharitin 1858 to 


show by comparison with the price of 
labor and the necessaries of life in 1892 
how much better off the mechanic was 
in 1892 than in 1858, the golden era 
spoken of by A. E. Stevenson. Follow- 
ing is what McKinley said: 


The other day when I was speaking in 


Northern Ohio an old merchant brought 
his books to my hotel. He had been a 
merchant from '48 to '62. I wish every- 
body might see those old books. They 
tell the truth. They tell the cost of liv- 
ng then; they tell the prices of labors 
then, and I copied from that old book— 
one of them—an entry dated June 30, 
1838, and it was an account between the 
merchant of the village and tbp carpen- 
ter of the village. 
4£The carpenter was working for the 
merchant, and on June 30,1858, the mer- 
chant credited him on his day book with 
one day's work at $1.50 a day, and on the 
same day the carpenter bought the fol- 
lowing four items, which are charged on 
the merchant's book, with the prices at 
that time, and these were the items: 
Nine yards of calico at 12J^c a yard, 
81.13; 9 yards of lawn at 12J^c, 81.13; 8 
pounds of coffee sugar at 12J£c a pound, 
|l; and 12 pounds of cut nails at 7c a 
pound, 84c. The total for these four 
items in 1838 was 84.10. The wages re- 
ceived by the carpenter was 81.50 per 
day. He"gave to the merchant his one 
day's work, bought these four items,and* 
owed.the merchant $2.60 in cash. 


Now let us take the carpenter of 1892. 


The pay of the carpenter in 1892 was 
from 82 50 to 82.75 a day in Ohio. Now. 
charge him with the four same items 
that were 
charged the carpenter m 


1858, with the price prevailing last year, 
and let us see the state of the account. 
One day's labor, 82.50 a day; 9 yards of 
calico in 1892, 5c a yard, 45c; 9 yards of 
lawn, 8c a yard, 72c; 8 Ibs. of coffee su- 
gar at 6c a pound, 48c, (and 6c 1 am told 
is too high, but call it 6); 12 Ibs. of cut 
nails at 3c a pound, 36>. 
The total of 


these four items in 1892 is $2.01, 
The 


carpenter in 1892 gave his one day's 
work to the merchant, bought these four 
items, paid .for them, and put of that 
day's work had 40c in cash in his pock 
et-book 
The caipenter in 1858 gave tho same 


number of hours, tho same skill and the 
same toil; bought tho same four Items, 
and owed the merchant $2.GO m cash, or 
neaily two days' additional work.

It has also as its duty to elect 103 mem- 
bers of the legislature, or more,' to whom 
will be conferred the power of choosing 
For us a senator of the United States. 
This committee, as a committee, must 
not be pai tisan. [Applause.] It has no 
candidate for the United States Senate. 
[Applause and cries jof "good."] Under 
our law and theory of government the 
members of the legislature assembled 
Fob. 20 have that power conferred upon 
them, and it is their duty to elect that 
senator. 
It is not the province oi 
this committee to be the partisan, friend 
of any particular candidate. (Applause/ 
Under the gerrymander of the Demo- 
cratic party, which is manifestly wrong, 
we have 21 Republican districts and 31 
Democratic districts. 
Hence, in order 


to make it possible for us to elect a 
United States Senator to succeed Sena- 
tor Cullom, we must hold the 21 Repub- 
lican districts and then carry six of the 
Democratic districts. 
The best way to 


do that is to encourage everybody to gel 
into lino and give his influence and votes 
and money to carry out that idea 
Gentlemen of the co^mitte, I thank you 
for this honor. [Applause.]
